Senators Hopeful 


Of 1962 Success 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sena- 
tors said Sunday they hope the 
$83,600,000 extra they recommend- 
ed will get U.S. spy satellites or- 
biting over the Soviet Union a 
year earlier than now planned. 


That should be in late 1962, a re- 
vised report by the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee said in ex- 
plaining a $40,384,897,000 defense 
money bill ready for Senate floor 
action this week. 


Air Force spokesmen testified 
that unmanned military satellites, 
such as Samos, will be able to 
make detailed photographs of ter- 
ritory anywhere in the world and 
then transmit these back to 
ground stations on radio com- 
mand. 


SANOS TO BE FIRED 


The first experimental launch- 
ing of a Samos is scheduled late 
this year from Point Arguello, 
Calif. The plan is to have the 
system in operation by 1963 or 
1964. 


Extra funds to speed the Sa- 


f| mos satellite project were added 


in a last minute move by the full 
Appropriations Committee. A sub- 
committee had denied specific 
amounts by authorized transfer of 
up to 150 million dollars if there 
is a scientific breakthrough. 


Senate experts said two other 
emergency funds—one for 150 mil- 
lion dollars cash and another for 
an equa! transfer authority—also 
are available for pushing the mili- 
tary satellites.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Adlai 
Stevenson declared Sunday that 
“I will serve my country and my 
party whenever called upon” in 
a message immediately interpre- 
ted by his close political associ- 
ate Eleanor Roosevelt as a state- 
of his presidential can- 
didacy. 


Stevenson, who twice lost the 
presidential election as the Dem- 
ocratic Party candidate, stated 
his position in a telegram to Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who had asked him to 
clarify his position in the current 
race for this party's nomination. 


“IT have declined repeatedly to 


Mrs. Roosevelt, who released 
his statement with her own com- 
ments, said “from this statement 
I think you will find it clear that 
Mr. Stevenson is a_ candidate, 
since there is a sizeable number 
of people who are asking him to 
accept the responsibility of being 
the candidate for the Democratic 
party in the next convention.” 


Stevenson's reply to Mrs. Roose- 
velt, wife of the late President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, said ‘‘I 
do confess that your request 
that I ‘clarify my position’ pre- 
sents some difficulty.” 

“I -realize that under present 
circumstances even a_ re-state- 
ment of what has been said be- 
fore may be given unintended 
will} and unwarranted interpretation. 

“I have, as you know, taken 
no part in presidential politics for 


the past three years. And I do 
not now intend to try to influence 
the nomination in any way by 
‘endorsing’ anyone, or trying to 
‘stop’ anyone, or seeking it my- 
self. 

“IT have not made and will not 
make any ‘deals’ with anyone.” 


It has been reported that Sen. 
Kennedy, the front-runner for the 
Democratic nomination, has 
sought assurances from Stevenson 
that he will remain neutral in the 
race. Many political observers 
feel that if Stevenson said definite- 
ly he was not a candidate, his 
supporters would switch to Ken- 
nedy. In fact, several leading 
liberals, including Harvard pretes- 
sor Arthur Schlesinger and Am- 


j herst professor Henry Steele Com- 


mager, have already announced 


their switch.

Top Rebel Beaton 
is Captured in Cuba 


HAVANA ()}—An ex-army captain who tried to stir 
up a revolt against Prime Minister Fidel Castro in the 
Prime Minister’s old revolutionary stamping grounds is 
reported in the hands of Cuban military authorities 


Sunday. 


A five-man peasant patrol 
flushed insurgent Manuel Beaton 
out of hiding in the rugged Sierra 
Maestra and captured him at 
dawn Friday, army headquarters 
said Saturday night. 


Beaton carried a pistol, but no 
shots were fired when the peasant 
militiamen closed in on him in 
La Bayamita, about 40 miles west 
of Santiago. Army officials de- 
clined to give further details. 


The announcement said Beaton 
was alone when picked up and 
his capture completed the round- 
up of 16 insurgents who had elud- 
ed pursuers for months in the 
rugged wastes of the Sierras. The 
army said Beaton will be tried 
by a military tribunal which could 
give him the death sentence. 


The capture report gave a tre- 
mendous propaganda bocst to 
Castro’s “Peoples army” — a 
growing network of armed civil- 
ian militia. 

Castro had led a large num- 
ber of troops into the mountains 
last month in unsuccessful pursuit 
of Beaton. 


The capture signals an end to 
the most bothersome—or at least 
the most. publicized—faction of 
armed opposition to Castro. There 
are persistent reports, however, 
of other small rebel bands oper- 
ating in Camaguey and Las Vil- 
las provinces. 


Beaton sprang to nationwide at- 
tention in April after the govern- 
ment charged he shot and killed 
peasant leader Francisco Te- 
mayo.

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Toward a Sounder 


Sales Tax System 


The state’s decision to set firm rules 
for collecting sales tax is sound. 

Efficient collection of an existing tax 
is preferable to a raised tax. 

To set up rigid brackets now after 
collecting the tax for years without them 
is bound to be an irritant. Businessmen 
will be put to the bother of revising their 
varying methods. Citizens will be charged 
a penny tax for small items in some 
stores that formerly didn’t collect it. 

But over the long haul the new sys- 
tem will be better than the past lack of 
system. 

The private citizen will be relieved 
of doubt about the businesslike handling 
of the tax money he hands a storekeeper. 
He also can compute his own tax exactly 
instead of never quite knowing which 
store will charge him what tax. 

The merchant will be relieved of his 
uncertainty as to what is legal. And he 
will be freed of doubt as to what tax 
his competitor will levy. 

The state’s auditors, operating with 
new computing machinery, will have a 
more exact system of checks. The law 
says the merchant must. pay over to the 
state 3 per cent sales tax on taxable 
items or else the total sales tax collected, 
whichever is greater. Any merchant who 
has been collecting more than 3 per cent 
from customers but has not been turning 
over the excess to the state will now 
stand a better chance of being nailed. 

No tax is welcome. But a loose tax is 
demoralizing. If there is going to be a tax, 
the only comfort a taxpayer can have is 
the knowledge that the tax he hands 
over is fairly levied, generally applied, 
respectfully handled and properly used. 

The bracket system seems to be a step 
toward this end.

With Dog Inoculations 


Dog owners who have failed to have 
their animals reinoculated can expect a 
call from enforcement officials in a few 
days. That’s the warning from the Fulton 
County Health Department and it should 
be heeded. 

The department announcement says a 
crack down will begin “very shortly” on 
dog owners who have not responded to 
mail notices about rabies shots anniver- 
sary dates. “Very shortly” should mean 
just that. In fact, regular calls on all own- 
ers who fail to respond should be a stand- 
ard practice the year around. 

Dog owners should be held responsi- 
ble for failure to have their pets inocu- 
lated. The health department should see 
to it that they are while continuing a con- 
stant war on strays.

The World Needs Poets 
And Political Eggheads 


Do we want a nation of technicians 
with slide rules for brains, regimented to 
conformity with the machine and pushing 
buttons with bored and boring intensity? 

That question, which addresses itself 
to educators and the public alike, re- 
ceived an answer from Dr. Willard E. 
Goslin before the Georgia Vocational Assn. 
last week. : 

Dr. Goslin, who is a top educator 

himself, told the group that survival of 
freedom and democratic institutions calls 
for a balanced educational program which 
holds on to basic values of the “dignity 
and significance of the individual human 
being.” 
“The world needs a great poet more 
than it needs a mathematician and a world 
politician more than a scientist,” the Pea- 
bady administrator declared. 

This is not to say that scientists and 
mathematicians are not needed. But they 
need not be robots. Science and math- 
ematics are only the means to an end. 
Material achievements wiil count for little 
if we forget how to live. Wealth and lei- 
sure will consume our free society if 
moral decay destroys our institutions. The

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goal of greater human happiness will 
elude us in an atmosphere in which the 
poet, the scholar and the “egghead” are 
subjects of ridicule. 

Freedom will survive only if we con- 
tinue to improve its management through 
building strong individuals who can 
teach, who can adjust to our changing en- 
vironment and who can think for them- 
selves,

This Brother-in-Law 
Did Well for Himself! 


The Criminal Division of the State 
Law Department has issued a well-docu- 
mented report showing payments of $14,- 
246.50 in “commissions” to Bruce Davis, 
a brother-in-law of former Gov. Marvin 
Griffin, on sales of decal stamps to the 
state. 

The report alleges that Davis ap- 
proached representatives of the Ameri- 
can Decalcomania Co. and said that 
through his connections he could get the 
State of Georgia to purchase all such 
stamps from that company. In return, 
company representatives agreed to pay 
Davis a 10 per cent commission on gross 
sales. The state paid the concern $146,- 
323.86. In return checks were issued to 
Bruce Davis, according to photostatic evi- 
dence, in the amount of $14,246.50. 


On and on goes the sordid story of 
cynical use of the people’s money during 
the Griffin administration. The incredi- 
ble record of corruption and waste in pur- 


chasing is only part of it. Early revela- ~ 


tions which shocked every decent citi- 
zen are followed by new disclosures one 
upon another as the criminal division un- 
der Asst. Atty. Gen. Robert H. Hall gath- 
ers more evidence. 

Let the exposures continue and if 
criminal violations are involved, let the 
courts act! And let all Georgians observe 
and weigh the results of political man- 
agement at its worst so that there will 
never be a repetition.

Need for Fluoridation 


Continues To Mount 


There are 10 million more cars in 
the United States than toothbrushes. 

This interesting comment by Dr. 
Minor O. Turrentine of Columbus, pres- 
ident of the Georgia Dental Assn., indi- 
cates Americans place considerably more 
emphasis upon riding than on. brushing. 

Neglect of the latter has resulted in 
considerably more cases of dental defi- 
ciencies than there are dentists to effect 
corrections. 

To help offset the shortage, Dr. Tur- 
rentine told the Southeastern District 
Dental Society of Georgia, a scholarship 
loan fund is being established to help 
provide dentists for 43 counties that have 
none. This is an important and appreci- 
ated undertaking. 

Inadequate use of toothbrushes and the 
insufficient number of dentists comprise 
another reason why water should be fluo- 
ridated. Most Georgia municipalities, es- 
pecially Atlanta, are dragging their feet 
on fluoridating water supplies while their 
young people suffer the consequences.

Rockefeller Leaps 
Ata Wide Chasm 


WASHINGTON—The man who six 
ago would not risk a six-foot jump in daylight 


months 


over a gully has now taken a long leap in the | 

dark over a bottomless precipice. This is the general judgment of 
the national political community, Democratic as well as Republican, 
over Gov. Rockefeller’s extraordinary attack on both Vice President 


Nixon and President Eisenhower. 

That Rockefeller is desperately 
trying to fan the heretofore dying 
embers of a “Draft Rockefeller” 
movement is accepted as obvious, 


The only real questions are why 
he now supposes this can be 
done and why he is trying it so 
very late in the game. 

At the end of last year the 
New York fovernor got out of the 
race against Nixon for the GOP 
presidential nomination. He said 
the party bosses had frozen him 
out—and so they had. In the 
months since, Nixon, who already 
had largely controlled the regu- 
lar party organization, has gone 
on to lock up the nomination, bar- 
ring something approaching a 
miracle. 

Six months ago it would have 
been by no means impossible for 
Rockefeller to give Nixon a genu- 
ine contest. And even if the chal- 
lenge had failed, the’ governor 
would have sufferéd no great 
harm. Today it is tjust short of 
inconceivable that he can stop 
Nixon. A Republican convention 
that nominated Rockefeller would 
now have, among other things, 
to repudiate the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration. 

It is not simply that Nixon now 
totally masters the national party 
machinery—and now will also 


surely have Eisenhower's total 
blessing. It is not simply that 
Rockefeller’s latest oblique chal- 
lenge to Nixon has plainly failed. 
(This was the effort in the Califor- 
nia primary to run up a “‘silent’’ 
vote against the vice president.) 


There is also the fact that the 
GOP—all the GOP—is now in 
trouble, where it was not in trou- 
ble last winter. The collapse of 
the summit conference has made 
the difference. The GOP “peace 
issue”’ is now shaky—if the Demo- 
crats don’t throw away their po- 
tential new advantage by overly- 
violent clamor against the Presi- 
dent. 


The Republicans will permit 
party in-fighting but only to a 
point. Unlike the Democrats, they 
won't tolerate it when the GOP 
family as a whole is in real trou- 
ble against the Democrats. The 
man who breaks ranks at such a 
time is marked forever by his 
own fellow partisans. One politi- 
cian in all Republican history, 
Theodore Roosevelt, has got away 
with such a national rebellion 
without being destroyed nationally. 

Thus Rockefeller’s new course 
has brought both dismay and 
puzzlement to the Republican pro- 
fessionals.

Eichmann Arrest 
Is Credit to Israel 


WASHINGTON—The brilliant feat of detec- 


F tion by the security police of Israel in capturing 
se : the long-wanted Nazi war criminal, Adolf Eich- 
mann, who directed the despicable murder of 6,000,000 Jews in the 
gas chambers of Hitler’s Germany, is one of the unearned dividends 
resulting from the creation of the Israeli nation. 


The Jews of the world have had 
a rightful and powerful incentive 
fo track down this brutal mass- 
murderer who has been hiding in 
the back alleys of civilization for 
the past 15 years. 

Had there been no Israeli state, 
which was brought into being by 
the United Nations under the lead- 
ership of the United States and 
Great Britain, there would have 
been no Israeli secret service. 
Had there been no Israeli secret 
service, Eichmann would still be 
at large, haunted and hunted but 
still mocking the processes of jus- 
tice. 

Eichmann would already have 
been tried as a major war crimi- 
nal before the International Mili- 
tary Tribunal at Nuremberg had 
he not escaped the country after 
unsuccessfully seeking to burn 
down the gas ovens (which he 
built to look like shower baths) 
and other execution’ spots where 
so many were herded to their 
death. But he eluded the Allies at 
the time and he eluded them 
ever since. 


After the Nuremberg legal ma-. 


chinery was disbanded, the Ade- 
nauer government brought pro- 
ceedings against him and he 
would have been tried by West 
Germany had his hiding place—or 
placés—been found. 

Credit for his capture goes 
wholly to the implacable perse- 
verance of the Israeli security po- 


lice. 


The boon of Eichmann’s capture 
is not that he will be punished. 
There is no punishment which 
will fit either such a crime or 


such a criminal. The boon is that 
he will be brought to public trial, 
preferably in Germany or by an 
international tribunal, through the 
due process of law. If he cares 
to, he can explain himself to his 
fellow men. 


The objective is not revenge. 
The tide of revenge has long re- 
ceded and, in any event, there 
is no revenge equal to the de- 
struction of whole families, old 
people, young parents and their 


children, in a plot to extinguish a 


whole race. 


The benefits of the trial which 
will be on exhibit for the whole 
world to watch, will be: 


That historians will then be 
able to write the authoritative ac- 
count of one of the most heinous 
crimes ever perpetrated against 
humanity so that the facts will be 
indisputable. 

That it will remind many who 
have forgotten—or chosen to for- 
get—the evil nature of Nazism and 
teach a new generation some of 
the facts which have receded into 
the past. : 

That it will likely extract from 
Eichmann himself the necessary 
evidence which will enable West 
Germany to bring other po a war

Rookie Cop Learned a Lesson 


In Hot Jam of Roaring Autos 


The young police officer had just been hired from a small north Georgia 
town and while they waited for the next police training school to convene, his 
superiors decided to let their new-fledged gosling wet his feet in Atlanta traffic. 


It’s rare that a neophyte gets a traffic assignment in Atlanta, because it’s one of the town’s most 
complicated, man-killing policing jobs. But, as Keeler McCartney, our police reporter explained, 
“There’s hardly a more harmless corner in town than North 


since it is a no-turn intersection, 


avenue and Peachtree.”’ 
So that’s’ where the young 


rookie began his Atlanta career 


on a hot June day. Within hours 
they were coming at him from 
every side, a roaring, snorting, 
smelling mob of machine age 
monsters. He was engulfed in 
traffic and then wedged tight. 
Peachtree street traffic came 
to a standstill and the frantic 
young officer put in a call to 
headquarters for help. 


Send a man, send two men, he 
appealed. 


Capt. J. L. Moseley, chief of 


the evening watch and _ himself 
a fender scarred veteran of the 
traffic division, could visualize 
the situation and he handled it 
by phone. He couldn’t spare two 
men, he said, but he knew the 
young officer was hot and ex- 
hausted and he recommended 
that he find a shady window 
overlooking the scene and take 
a break. 

Dubiously the young officer 
did as he was instructed — and 
he was treated to the edifying 
spectacle of traffic becoming un- 
glued, beginning to move and

within minutes righting itself! 

The whole problem of traffic 
policing has undergone a trans- 
formation in the last 10 or 15 
years, Capt. Moseley told me. 
The spectacle of the irate ‘‘cop”’ 
chewing out the erring driver is 
rare and will become extinct if 
the police department can man- 
age it. It’s a matter of public 
relations. The corner traffic of- 
ficer is as close as most of us 
come to the police department. 
If he’s bad-tempered and surly 
we assume that’s the way with 
all policemen. If he’s pleasant 
and helpful, we figure he’s on 
our sidé, 

Atlanta traffic officers meet 
the standard physical require- 
ments (somewhere between 5 
feet, 8 inches and 6 feet, 3 
inches in height with good 
health). But their dispositions 
and mental and emotional out- 
looks need to be as unsullied 
as their spanking white gloves. 


“If a man tenses up he can’t 
keep traffic moving,” Capt. 
Moseley pointed out. ‘‘It’ll snarl 
up on him. If he’s mad at some- 
thing his wife said at break- 
fast and takes it out on a dumb 
driver he may get the motorist 
so upset he'll start driving er- 
ratically and have a. wreck. A 
good traffic man is rugged but 
relaxed.” 


That all-weather job in the 
middle of the street attracts 
some policemen. They like the 
nimble, rush hour adagio dance. 
They look smart and spruce in 
their white gloves ahd they be- 
come virtuosos on the traffic 
whistle. They don’t have to be 
particularly young for it. Some 
of the best in Atlanta are old- 
timers. And if they are too 
young and too handsome, it's 
a downright handicap. 

“There was this boy we had 
in front of the Paramount,” 
Capt. Moseley mentioned re- 
gretfully. ‘‘Six feet, two, and 
an ex-Marine. Good boy and a 
good officer but we had to 
move him. He wasn’t moving 
traffic, he was stopping it—all 
women drivers.”

Texas Lease Setup Assures 


Orderly Growth, Bidding

sixth. Because of the progress in 
oil development, many of the 
leases have been for much higher 
royalties. 

“It is not unusual to get bids 
for one-fourth royalty and in rare 
cases we have had it go as high 
as 91 per cent,” Mullins said. 


Mullins ‘pointed out that Texas 
pulled a boner in the early days 
of offshore exploration by leasing 
several long, irregular offshore 
tracts. He pointed them out on 
a map and said, ‘““You see, Texas 
didn’t start off right, either. You 


wrong, too.” 


Without a method of leasing 
uniform size tracts, clearly lo- 
cated on official maps, lease dis- 
putes and other complications 
could result.

Texas later provided for order- 
ly, uniform development of the 
offshore property. 


By the time the School Land 
Board held its first major sale of 
oil leases in 1947 Texas had di- 
vided its offshore property into 
mile-square (640-acre) tracts for 
leasing purposes. Civil engineers 
in the land office platted the area 
on maps on the basis of coordi- 
nates. 


5,760-ACRE PACT 


Leases within the first three 
miles of the offshore property 
may cover only one tract. How- 
ever, the acreage limit for a lease 


(The University of Texas also 
owns large amounts of inland oil- 
rich properties. The university 
handles its leasing in much the 
same manner as the School Land 
Board, but uses a public auction 
method of bidding instead of 


sealed bids. The leasing procedure 
described in this article concerns 
the School Land Board because it 
has jurisdiction over all of the 
Texas offshore property.) 


Texas law requires that notice 
of an oil lease sale must be ad- 
vertised 30 days in advance of the 
sale for three consecutive days in 
at least three newspapers. The 
land office usually goes much 
farther than the requirements of 
the law. advertising the sale in 
about 10 newspapers, including 
papers in Houston, Dallas and 
several smaller cities. 

In addition, the land office has 
a mailing list of some 2,000 oil 


tions for bidding. 


Oil companies are put on the 
mailing list by request.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—President Eisenhower said Sunday he was 
going to Japan—despite threatened demonstrations inspired by ‘‘mis- 
led or hostile agents’’—because of his ‘“‘compelling responsibility” to 
promote better understanding of America. 


He said he had re-examined his 
mission in the light of warnings 
that he should not visit Tokyo at 
this time because of the possibil- 
ity of mob violence by leftists op- 
posed to the Kishi government 
and the U. S. - Japan Security 
Treaty.

Eisenhower said he had re-

A Chinese Nationalist defense 
ministry communique said 132 
shells were fired at Quemoy, four 
miles off the Chinese Communist 
mainland port of Amoy, in a 
three-hour barrage. 


It was the first shelling re 
ported by the Nationalists since 
last weekend's two-day bombard- 
ment of 600 shells. 


It was impossible to determine 
whether there were other shell- 
ings during the week. Sources 
said the defense ministry clamped 
a partial blackout on the offshore 
island until after the Eisenhower 
tour of Asia. The ministry was be- 
lieved to be announcing only those 
bombardments consisting of 100 
shells or more.

Israel Delays Eichmann Reply 


For Possible Meeting in Paris 


JERUSALEM, Israel (UPI) — 
The Israeli cabinet decided Sun- 
day to delay its formal reply to 
Argentina’s demand for the return 
of Adolph Eichmann, accused of 
mass murder in his days as a 
Nazi figure. 


Unconfirmed but persistent ‘re- 
ports here said that the cabinet

But diplomatic sources in Paris

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Gaulle would act as mediator in 
the dispute, although he was ex- 
pected to discuss the Eichmann 
case in conferences on the world 
situation with Ben-Gurion during 
his official visit. 


These sources pointed out that 
Ben-Gurion was presently sched- 
'uled to leave France on June 20,

There was no word from the Ar- 
gentine government on the possi- 
bility of such a meeting. 


The cabinet had before it dur- 
ing its regular Sunday session the 
draft of a three-page note reject- 
|ing Argentina's demand for Eich- 
|'mann’s return and suggesting that 
the two governments enter into 
negotiations to settle their diplo- 
matic dispute, it was reported. 


But it was decided to postpone 
dispatch of the note pending the 
possible top level meeting in Paris 
between the heads of the Israeli

Sees Hard Fight 


In Present Policy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — New 
York Gov. Rockefeller said Sun- 
day that if Vice President Nixon 
does not accept his challenge to | 
speak out on key issues, the Re- 
publican Party’s chances of win- 
ning the presidency will be made 
“much more difficult.” 


Rockefeller again declared that 
he himself is not a candidate for 
the GOP presidential nomination 
and does not intend to become 
one. He said it “certainly seems 
... Nixon will be nominated.” 


The New York governor, ap- 
pearing on the television pro- 
gram ‘Meet the Press,” said he 
wili support Nixon and fight for 
his election once the vice presi- 
dent is selected—even if Nixon 
fails to go along with his chal- 
lenge on “‘speaking out.” 


But the New York governor 
said Nixon will have a much 
tougher time getting elected if 
he does not make clear where 
he stands on major issues before 
the Republican National Conven- 


tion next month. 


Rockefeller’s statement that he | 
would work for Nixon’s election | 
despite any differences they | 
might have was the first declara- 
tion he has made to this effect. 


Rockefeller created a _ storm 
within the Republican Party last 
week by charging that Nixon had 
failed to tell the nation his po- 
sition on such key issues as the 
defense budget, federal aid to 
provide medical care for the 
aged, disarmament and aid to 
education. 


Nixon replied that he had set 
forth his views “with greater 
precision and in more detail” than

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A key 
member of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee said Sunday he 
was a “‘little pessimistic’’ about 
restoration of an 800 million dollar 
cut in President Eisenhower’s for- 
eign aid program. 


The statement was made by 
Rep. Gerald Ford Jr. (R-Mich.), 
who agreed wholeheartedly with 
the President’s warning Saturday 
that the cut could jeopardize free 
world defenses. The President 
sent telegrams to congressional 
leaders urging them to put back 
the money. 


The full Appropriations Com- 
mittee meets Monday to consider 
a subcommittee’s action in order- 
ing the cut in the President’s re- 
quest for $4,175,000,000 to finance 
military and economic aid in the 


12 months starting July 1.

He said such a debate was nec- 
essary for the “vitality of our 
party.” 


Rockefeller said Nixon has in- 
dicated to newsmen in background 
briefings that he differs with the 
Eisenhower administration on 
some points and plans to make 
known his own views once he is 
nominated. 


Rockefeller said it was far more 
important for the party and the 
nation to get the benefit of those 
views now.

As for the Democrats, Goldwa- 
ter doubted that Sen. John F., 
Kennedy (D-Mass.) is “going to 
make it.’’

This, he said, 
put Sen. Stuart Symington 
(D-Mo,) in “a very strong com- 
promise position.”

“he’s too young” and has aroused 
antagonism by allying himself 
too closely with labor.

Gentle waves lap the shore 
of Lake Bide-A-While and the 
chatter of happy, youthful play 
is wafted around the stately 
pines. 


And from the recesses of an 
isolated cabin come the sobs 
of a lonely child, 


The setting is the popular 
American institution known as 
The Summer -Camp. 


Is it a super-duper aby-sitting 
service which guarantees a 
carefree summer for parents, 
to the detriment of the child? 
Or is it a glorious combination 
of youthful ‘humanity and na- 
ture, leading to a better under- 
Standing of the world and God? 


Somewhere here is the truth— 
but you'll not find the experts 
in Atlanta agreeing on The 
Summer Camp as a blessing 
or a bane. 


Consider the opinion of dep- 
uty executive Simon Smith of 
the Atlanta area Council of Boy 
Scouts. 


100 PER CENT 


“I’d say close to 100 per cent 
of today’s young people are 
eager to get outdoors. And the 
experience of doing for them- 
selves is very valuable for 
young boys. In camp, they also 
learn how to get along with 
other fellows in community 
living.” ; 

Stressing the Scout program 
is “‘the development of leader- 
ship,”” Smith added: 


“In the progress of fun, the 
boys realize an appreciation 
of things bigger than they 


are. Many come to the realiza- 
tion that there is a God.” 

Divergent views on The Sum- 
mer Camp are held by Dr. 
Allen D. Albert, Emory Univer- 
sity sociology professor. 


“Summer is the ideal time 
for parents to spend time with 
their children, not to pack 
them off to camps,”’ he said. 


OWN INITIATIVE 


He observed The Summer 
Camp is likely to be over- 
organized, which discourages 
children from developing their 
own initiative. 

“You know, youngsters have 
a lot more ability to innovate 
and do for themselves than we 
give them credit for,’’ he said. 


Dr. Albert stressed the “‘very 
real harm’”’ which can develop 
when an unwilling child is 
packed off to The Summer 
Camp. 


“Very often the child realizes 
his parents want to get rid of 
him. Children are very sensi- 
tive about being a nuisance and 
will feel rejected at home and 
at camp.” 


Another disenchanting view 
of The Summer Camp comes 
from Dr. Winston Burdine, a 
psychiatrist. 


AGGRESSIVE CHILD 


Dr. Burdine said the aggres- 
sive child, who needs social 
development less than any 
other, is likely to dominate 
The Summer Camp. The over- 
protected child doesn’t get 
much from the experience. 


But David D. Powell, a min- 


ister and sociologist who is ex- 
ecutive camping director of the 


Metropolitan Atlanta YMCA, 
holds a contrary view. He said 
the wall-flower actually does 
not feel rejected but is as much 
a part of the group as the “‘life 
of the party”’ type. 


Another enthusiastic booster 
of The Summer Camp is Maj. 
Raymond D. Brown, director of 
the Salvation Army’s Mountain 
View camp. Many of his young- 
sters are underprivileged, and 
he said camp activities ‘‘broad- 
ens their outlook and makes 
them more independent.” 


REMARKABLE CHANGE 


“The change in some young- 
sters is remarkable,’’ he said. 


Summary of all the experts’ 
views lead to these conclusions: 


1. Don’t send Johnny to The 
Summer Camp just to get rid 
of him. He’ll sense the parent’s 
motive. 

2. Cultivate in Johnny the de- 
sire to attend camp. Try to 
familiarize him with camp life 
and camp leaders and, if pos- 
sible, children who have been 
to camp before. 

3. Make a careful choice of 
camps. One Atlanta doctor 
warned that “‘camps tend to 
reflect the biased and limited 
viewpoint of those who operate 
them.”’ 


4. Avoid camps which offer a 
life too regimented. The young- 
ster should have time for un- 
organized or spontaneous activi- 
ties. 


5. Above all, don’t force John- 
ny into The Summer Camp. 
Those could be his sobs from 
the isolated cabin.

Imagine the earth suddenly 
roaring with an awesome thun- 
der, then lurching and heaving in 
a vast primeval convulsion, top- 
pling tall buildings, tossing riv- 
ers from their beds, and wrench- 
ing great gashes in the moun- 
tains and the plains. 


That was the Chilean earth- 
quake. Thousands of people 
died, smothered under rubble, 
‘ hurtled into the bowels of the 
earth, buried under the demon- 
iac fires of volcanoes, aroused 
to apocalyptic fury. 


Those of us too far away to 
feel the trembling of the earth- 
quake, nevertheless shuddered 
with the report of its tremor. 
This earth is ours, all of us to- 
gether, and such cosmic chaos 
assaults us all, 


At such life-and-death mo- 
ments, we see exactly the need 
for a way to express our sym- 
pathy, to offer our help and to 
bind up the wounds we cannot 


ourselves stanch for our un- | 


known neighbors. 


The Red.Cross is such an 
agency, 

From Atlanta hurried W. D. 
Dibrell, Southeastern Area di- 
rector of Disaster Service, to of- 
fer skill and compassion to 


humans shuddering in the winter 
cold, withdrawn and_ shaken 
from shock and grief and stand- 
ing numbly in the danger of yet 
more death and ruin from ris- 
ing flood waters. 


The Chilean catastrope, 5,000 
miles away from Atlanta, is the 
greatest in scope of 79 years of 
history for the American Red 
Cross. 


Here are some of the facts Mr. 
Dibrell has reported back to his 
Atlanta headquarters: 


People in deep shock, no coats, 
no blankets, no baggage, their 
feet brown with mud, huddled 
together for warmth and solace 
beneath a sky that has poured 
rain for two days and now 
glows with a sickly orange light 
—the reflection of Rininauhue, 
the monster volcano, belching 
its column of ash and smoke 
thousands of feet into the air. 
Children crying, whimpering, or 
standing mutely, too bewildered 
for emotion.

Atlanta, and 
America has responded gen- 
erously with such things. Now 
the problems loom into long- 
range view: Shelter. and the 
means of restoring order and 
health and life. Now money is 
more needed than shoes. 


The Soviet. Red Cross is on 
hand too, as is the Red Cross 
from Communist Red China. 

This is another significant mo- 
ment in history. If we fail in 
our friendship at this moment of 
awful vulnerability in the lives 
of our Latin-American neighbors 
—we may be. sure that our 
omission will be noticed and ex- 
ploited. |

Sun Your Toddl

With the advent of hot and 
sunny summer Atlanta 
doctors’ phones begin to ring.

‘Doctor, how long should I 
allow my toddler to play out in 
the direct sunlight?’’ a solitici- 
ous mother may ask. Or “‘is it 
wise to put my 5-weeks-old baby 
out for a sunbath in the middle 
of the day?”’ the question may 


Pediatricians in Atlanta agree 
that infants and toddlers should 
be exposed to the sun because 
of the health-giving Vitamin D 
rays, but they caution mothers 
to watch the clock when baby 
is out in the sun. 


“Babies should start their 
sunning in periods of three min- 
utes, front and back,” an At- 
lanta doctor advised, ‘‘and this 
time can be increased a minute 
a day up to 30 minutes. The 
time should be decreased, how- 
ever, in the middle of the day 
and in the hotter days during 
the middle of the summer.”’ He 
explained that babies should 
not be exposed to direct stin- 
light between 10 a.m. and 12 
p.m. 


HEAD TO THE SUN 

Mothers of infants should not 
put their babies out in the 
sun before they are three weeks 
old, he advised. He suggested 
also that an infant should not 
be laid facing the sun, but 
should instead be placed with 
the top of the head toward the 
sun so that brows and eyelashes 
will protect the baby’s eyes 
from direct sunlight. 


‘Around  Atlanta,’’ another 
doctor said, ‘‘there’s no harm 
in a baby or toddler being 
out almost an unlimited time 
if he is wearing light cloth- 
ing and spends time in the 
shade as well as the sun.” 


The real danger for children’s 
being severely sunburned, he ex- 
plained, is at the beach where 
the sand and water reflect the 
rays of the sun. 


REFLECTIONS CAN BURN 


“Even a well-shaded baby at 
the beach can be badly burned 
by the sun’s reflections from 
beneath him on the sand,” he 
explained. In Atlanta, he said, 
there usually is not so much 
danger from reflected rays. 


If children and adults absorb 
too much sun and the skin is 
tanned too deeply, the body does 
not absorb Vitamin D as well, 
one doctor pointed out. 


Atlanta doctors caution moth- 
ers to give their children free 
access to water and salt during 


the hot summer months. Though 
children rarely suffer from sun- 
stroke or heat exhaustion, the 
doctors advise that prevention 
of either condition is the best 
cure. 


BEST GUIDE 


“The body is its own best 
guide to how much water and 
salt is needed, so if your child 
asks for water and salt frequent- 
ly, don’t try to limit his supply,”

a pediatrician said. 

The symptoms of heat exhaus- 
tion, he continued, are a fever 
and collapse due to the body’s 
being almost entirely drained of 
salt and fluid. Care for this 
condition is to put the individual 
to bed and give him plenty of 
liquids and salt. 


The caution signs for sunstroke 
are an extremely high fever and 
collapse. 


If a child suffers sunstroke 
from prolonged exposure to heat, 


the best cure is to reduce the 
high fever as quickly as possi- 
ble. “This is simple at the 
beach,” the doctor explained, 
*‘because the child can just be 
dunked in the ocean. If the con- 
dition is severe, the child should 
even be placed in an icehouse, 
if this is possible.”

CLEVELAND, Ohio (#—Orders 
for most steel products still are 
declining, and sales executives ex- 
pect no sustained improvement in 
‘order entry until late July or early 
August, Steel magazine said. 


“A high percentage of orders 
now being received by steelmak- 
ers are marked ‘urgent,’ indicat- 
ing low stocks are being held by 
many consumers,” the magazine 
said. ‘‘An upturn in consumption 
will soon be reflected in mill op- 
erations.” 


Domestic steel production is ex- 
pected to fall below 60 per cent of 
capacity next month and in early 
August, the metalworking weekly 
reported. Steelmakers last week 
operated furnaces at 62.3 per cent 
—1.7 percentage points above the 
previous week’s revised rate. Out- 
put was figured at 1,775,000 ingot 
tons. The Buffalo and Southern 
districts were the only losers last 
week. 

The scrap market continued its 
decline for the second week in a 
row, reflecting what the magazine 
called ‘‘the absence of substantial 
domestic demand and sluggish 
steel operations. Steel's composite 
on No. 1 heavy melting grade 
scrap slipped 67 cents to $31.33 a 
gross ton. 


On another front, the magazine 
reported that first-quarter imports 
of steel mill products were 8 
per cent higher than the first 
quarter of 1959 and are coming 
into the United States at an annual 
rate of 5.6 million tons. 


Steel commented that if the last 
three quarters match the first 
period, the United States will be 
a net importer of 3.5 million tons 
of steel this year.

Two remarkable albums have 
been released simultaneously 
and both bid strongly for places 
in 1960's list of the Top Ten. In- 
deed, they are serious contend- 


ers for top honors on any list 
since the advent of stereo. 


The more ambitious, if 
judged by physical demands, is 
the Berlioz Requiem, performed 
on two LPs by the Boston Sym- 
phony, conducted by Charles 
Munch, with the New England 
Conservatory Chorus directed 
by Lorna Cooke de Varen. 


The other is Richard Strauss’ 
Don Quixote, performed by the 
Chicago Symphony, conducted 
by Fritz Reiner, with Antonio 
Janigro as solo cellist. 


Both of these superb releases 
come from RCA-Victor in their 
deluxe Soria Series. 


There have been two Berlioz 
Requiems on stereo and there 
are many thrilling moments in 
the Scherchen version, especial- 
ly certain choral sections, but 
to this listener Munch has come 
out winner by a not incon- 
siderable margin. 


The sound of the tympani is 
spine-tingling, hair-raising and 


whatever other adjectives you. 


care to add. Loud passages 
often come through loud but 
blurred; here they come 
through loud and clear. It is 
easy to put too much emphasis 
on spectacular parts to the neg- 
lect of Munch's overall concep- 
tion and excution.
